W arships Visible. 


Norfolk, Aug. 4.—Somewhere < ut in 
the Atlantic ocean the German m er­ 
chant submarine Deutschland and a1 
lied warships were believed to be i» ay 
big bide aud seek us the undersea 
boat sped homeward atter passing out 
the Virginia Capes. 
The Deutschland submeiged a mile 
oft the coast and, so far us is known, 
was unobserved by tile allied w arship 
patrol guarding the capes against her 
escape. 
At Cape Henry one two-fuu- 
nel warship, 
lying 
out 
beyond the 
three-mile limit was still visible. 
The final dash was virtually without 
incident. 
Eighteen miles up Chesa­ 
peake bay, at the crossing of the Old 
Point and Cape Henry channels, the 
submarine began to gather speed and 
soon was hurrying towards the A tlan­ 
tic. 
With only a slight delay atter 
reaching the capes, aile dashed into 
the sea and submerged. 
Only i tai 
warship, a United Slates torpedobuat 
destroyer, was sighted by the subm er­ 
sible iii lier entire trip from Balti­ 
more, Captain Hinsch, of the tug Tim ­ 
mins, which convoyed 
the 
Deutsch­ 
land, declared. 
"Well, site’s oil and well on lier way 
bark to the old country,” said Cap 
tain Hinsch, 
“.lust as she started out to sea,” he 
added, “Captain Koenig and the c rew 
of the Deutschland came on dei k tu t 
gave three rousing cheers tor 'Atmid 
ca and tho American people.’

London, Aug. 4.—Roger Casement, 
former British knight and consul, was 
hanged in Bentonville Jail for high 
treason. 
He was convicted of conspir- 
log to cause an armed revolt in Ire­ 
land and with having sought German 
aid to that end. 
Casement met his death with calm 
courage, according to witnesses. Early 
In the morning two priests of the 
Catholic church administered the last 
rites in the cell of the condemned 
man. and shortly afterward a little 
procession headed by the clergymen, 
with Casement following, a warder on 
either side, proceeded toward the exe 
cution shed, only five yards away The 
priests recited the litany for the dying, 
Casement 
responding In low tones: 
"la>rd have mercy on my soul.” 
As the party reached the shed where 
Ute gallows was erected the sjx* lal 
executioner, a hair 
dresser 
u t# ed 
Ellis, approached Casement and qiflrk 
ly pinioned him. 
The two cbaplfHis, 
the under sheriff of London and xdie 
under sheriff of Middlesex then 
tteok 
up their positions In trout Of the si af 
fold. 
Casement mounted the gallows 
steps firmly and commended his spirit 
to God as ho stepped on the trap.

Duffy, the legal representative of Case 
m eal* relatives, announced that 
the 
home office had refused to turn over 
the body to the Casement family.
